groups having from 3 to 7 ring members; R 3 , to R 9 are defined in the description but excluding the compounds N-[(morpholin-4- 
^ yl)phenyl-lH-indazole-3-carboxamide and N-[4-(acetylammosulphonyl)phenyl-lH-indazole-3-carboxamide. 
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
